While the Eden Musee has be- 
come known ill over tlu> world on 
account of its wa.\ groups, concerts 
and moving pictures, it is not gener- 
ally known that the visitors to the 
Musee often are as inlerestina as lli(> 
other allraetions. The eas\' atli- 
liide in whieli the wax liL'uros and 
groups are posed, makes it quite 
natural to make errors. ■\ wax hg- 
ure is quite likely to be l;iken for a 
r(>al person, and often visitors take 
real peisons for wax tigures. In 
tact if a person slops aiivwhere in 
lh(» Musee and remains quiet for a 
few minutes, he will be iiitenlly 
liazeil upon as a wax figure. The 
Policeman at the I'litrance alToids 
much amusonionl. Sometimes his 
hands move .slightly and iiiii(> tenths 
of the out-of-town visitors think il is 
a real policeman. Formerly the 
Musee had a real poli<'emaii slalioii- 
od in the lobby to keep nmlersirable 
visitors away. The wax ligiiie .in- 
swers the same puruose now and the 
slightest move of his haiul causes 
wrong<loers lo flee. The halls and 
corridors i>r tin* Musee aiOso minier 
ous thai often visitors feel inclined 
to rest. Naturally they are taken 
for wax Hgures at"' '• 'iiakes one 
quite surprised !■ supposed 

wax figure sinldeiiiy walk away. 
Even ihe Manager of the Musee has 
been many times lakiu for a wax 
personage of importance and il is no 
iiiieonimon thing for visitors lo ask 
a wax guanl foi« direct ions. Nearly 
every day throughout the year frtmi 
a dozen to twenty wedding coupb 



visit the Munee. They are often 

<iuite as interesting as the wax fiss- 
ures. M:iny pl(>asant hmirs can be 
speiil ill wanderinir about the Musee 
and studying the people as well as 
the wax groups. The funny mirrors 
create no end ot fuii and even in 
Ihe Chamber of Horrors there are 
liltle scenes which lij.'ht up the 
a'lnesome place. In the Winter 
Garden in addition to the concerts 
there are moving piclures every 
hour, and the same series is not 
shown twice in the day. The pic- 
lures consist of war views, Paris Ex- 
position views, mysleriotis pictures 
of a ghostly character ami comic 
scenes. A large proportion of out

Now, a gooil many of our deaf 
pack up their grij) and start for the 
t;onven(ioii city without knowing 
the object of the ctmvention, or 
what it is likely to do, and, con- 
tinently they are not prepared to 
take part in its delilieialJons. They 
may only wish to take piirt in tihe 
social sitle of the convention ; for, 
indeed, all siieli gatheiings have a 
social side ; but they might find 
iimcli more to inter-est thorn if they 
would bill, evince the proper spirit 
in the affaiis of the society.

date a good thing. Very well, le( 
them come forward and show it. 

t)f(en we sny to ourselves, " if I 
had but known that this siibjeiM 
would be discus-ed, I woultl have 
pii?j)ared myself to adil my ideas." 
So it is with many. They have 
favorite ideas, some of them good, 
till), but when tJiti subject siiildenly 
stuings uji (hey are (aken by sni- 
pri.se and, as a result, have not the 
courage to express them.selves. Of 
course, not every one is afllictod 
wilh this kind of weakness, but we 
are s|ieaking to the other kinil tif 
of [»t!ople - (Mir inex|)ei iiMiced breth- 
ren. 

Well, as the Home project will 
surely lake a large share of the con- 
vention's time, it is more than jiro- 
btible that every one can " file " his 
ideas regarding it. Let all, from 
the professor ilown to tht» farmer, 
l)i< given a chance to tell how the 
Homi^ may be most spt^edily erect-i'd. 
Yes, let every one who has a good 
idea come forward this time ami 
speak. Let none be ashamed if it 
takes but a miniitt! to speak one- 
self ; for, as a general rule, Hhort 
speetdies are more appreciated now- 
adays than long ones, just as shoit 
stories arti. Remember this. The 
society wants all its members (o 
show an interest in the Home pro- 
ject. And not only its members, 
but their friends and oth(»ts, too. 
Tell these things to your deaf 
friends, who are not readers of (he 
JtiUKNAL, and, by gcKing (liem iii- 
lerested, you will lie lieljiiiM' 
I>rojt!C(. 

Next (o the lliilrii- pi'ijcci, 

most important work that will

-V volume o( special interest to 
the Alumni of the Ohio Instiution 
and valuable to those interested in 
the Ihe education of the deaf is be- 
fore us. Its title is Proceedings Ohio 
Deaf-Mute Alumni As.sociation, 
1880- 1S08, forming a tiook of ISt 
pages. 

In the volume are embiMlied the 
proceedings of the 7th, 8th, !>lh and 
lOtli renuioiis of the association, to- 
gether with the opening and de- 
dicatory exercises of the Home for 
Aged Deaf. 

The printing of the book was au- 
thorized by the Assocation at its 
last meeting in 1898, and Ihe work 
jilaced in cliarge of a Committee, of 
which Mr. C. W. Charles was 
chairman. To him tlu> credit of its 
preparation lielongs and that he has 
performed the duty well is attested 
by the work ilself, the typography, 
arrangement and binding are all 
fine. 

The volume is embellished with 
numerous cuts of buildings and 
Itersons. The main building forms 
the front is piece ; further along 
comes tlie old one which gave way to 
Ihe present structure. Turning over 
this page the familiar likeness of 
Horatio Nel.son Hubbell, the fii-st 
Superintendent, 18'^7-1851, greets 
the eye. The picture of James 
Hodge, D.D., to whose efforts the 
school wasestivblished, and who was 
the first secretary of the Board of 
Trustees, serving from 1827-1847, is 
given, and below his are tho.se of 
Josiah Cary and Collins Stone, 
second and third Superintendents 
respectively. Following there 
coiiiis the familiar face of Dr. H. 
O. Fay, the fifth Superintendent, 
who is now a teacher in the Connec- 
licul School. The pictures of all 
the other Superintendents, except 
that Rev. Geo. L. Weed, are found 
within the volume. 

'There are small cuts of Samuel 
W. Flenuiken, the first pujiil ofthe 
Institution of P. M Park, a teacher 
in the School for forty years, of 
DMiiford E. Ball, first teac'mer, 18;}0- 
18.57, aud a graduate of the Hart- 
ford School, J. D. H. Stewart, Rev.
